FORM AGREED UPON 
FOR MASSACHUSETTS 
BANK TAXATION BILL 


Members of the Taxation and Ways 
and Means committees of the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature are understood 
to have reached agreement on the 
form of the bill to be reported to 
settle the issue of taxation on national 
bank shares, which involves claims 
amounting to nearly $10,000,000 that 
the banks contend has been fllegally 
collected under the present system. 

The bill which is understood to have 
been agreed upon provides for taxa- 
tion on the income of national banks 
at the rate of 12% per cent. This 
rate would produce revenue equal to 
about 60 per cent of the present levy 
on shares at the local property rate. 
The remainder would be made up 
through an increase of 10 per cent in 
the rates levied on intangibles and 
corporations. Savings banks and in- 
surance companies would be exempted. 
Provision is made for rebate to the 
First National Bank of Boston of $1,-

During the debate it was brought 
out that there are many films put out 
by private enterprises that have high 
educational value and provide an ad- 
junct to teaching that might not be 
available otherwise. It was declared 
that the discretion of school commit- 
tees could be relied upon in the mat- 
ter.

|’ Effort to get the State Legislature 
to write this into law failed recently, 
opposition arising in a judiciary com- 
mittee over what Judge Greene be- 
lieves was a misunderstanding of his 
proposal. Down-state lawyers, also 
thought they saw in it an attempt to 
take away business from them, though 
in Chicago the leading lawyers are 
for it and have found in fact that 
commercial arbitration -hds meant 
more business, Judge Greene says. 
Many lawyers are using the blanks 
prepared by the Chicago Association 
of Commerce~and are serving as ar- 
bitrators. 

The effort to get legislation to clar- 
‘ify the situation followed a decision 
of the State Supreme Court a month 
ago holding invalid the awarding of 
liquidated damages in an agreement 
to arbitrate any future disputes.

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Club “Will Stage Series for 
American Six-Meter Yachts 


Spectal from Monitor Rureau 

NEW YORK, May 23— Elimination 
races to pick a team of four six- meter 
yachts to race off Cowes, England, in 
August for the British-American Cup. 
now held by the United States, will be 
held off Oyster Bay, beginning June 
11. according to the announcement 


made by R. D. Bowers, secretary of 


the race committee of the Seawan- 
haka-Corinthian Yacht Club, under 
whose auspices the series is to be 
sailed. There will be three races each 
day, wind and weather permitting, and 
the series will continue each day until 
the team is chosen. 

The club hopes to announce the 
team after three days of racing. The 
New York Yacht Club js to hold 
races on June 14 and 15 and the 
Larchmont Yacht Club is to have its 
opening regatta on June 16. Although 
these races hardly clash with the 
elimination series planned by the Sea- 
wanhaka-Corinthian organization, the 
Oyster Bay club realizes that it ought 
to wind up its series before the other 
fixtures start. Of course if the com- 
mittee is in doubt; the elimination 
series will continue throughout the 
week. 

Owing to the fact that the inter- 
national series is to be held in Eng- 
lish waters this summer the number 
of yachtsmen interested in the elimi- 
nation series is decidedly smaller than 
it was last summer. There are nine 
six-meter boats now in commission 
in metropolitan waters, and in all 
probability seven will take part in 
the trial races. The yechts are P. L. 
Hammond's Cygnet, A. G. Hanan’s 
Bally-Hoo, Mrs. H. B. Plant's Clytie, 
S. C. Pirie's Sandpiper, J. F. Ber- 
mingham’s Lee, H. B. Plant's Ingomar, 
and W. A. W. Stewart's Hawk. 

Ingomar and Hawk are new yachts 
designed during the winter for the 
series. They have been designed with 
an eye on British weather conditions 
and are considered heavy-weather 
boats. Sandpiper was formerly the 
Ace. Two of the boats that will take 
part in the series were on the Ameri- 
can team last summer. They are 
Clytie and Lee. The former is being 
sailed by C. D. Mallory. The other 
vachts on the team last summer were 
L'Esprit. and Grebe. The former has 
been sold to Cuba. Grebe is not in 
commission.

vate treasurer and manager of the 
Harvard Athletic Association, handed 
out to a representative of The 
Christian Science Monitor, represent- 
ing, as he said, the hopes and ideals 
of those who have the destiny of Har- 
vard athietics and athletic facilities in 
their power. 7 

The principal feature, as Major 
Moorg sketched the plans, is an elab- 
orate system of athletic plants,“ so 
called in preference to the word gym- 
nasium, which they will in the future 
supplant; and, roughly, the following 
organization is to be carried out: 


1. An athletie plant for undergraduates. 
including swimming pool, .to be locat 
in accordance with the university's build- 
ing plans, probably somewhere near the 
present freshman dormitories. 

2. An athletic plant for graduates, in- 
cluding swimming pool. similarly. influ- 
— by. the university’s extension plans, 
but probably located in and about the 
present Hemenway Gymnasium. 

3. A special athletic plant at Soldiers 
Field, ineluding a small plunge pool, an 
indoor running track, baseball cage, and. 
all necessary facilities, including spacious 
locker accommodations. 

4. Extensions to the Stadium, to ge- 
commodate greater foothall crowds, the 
Soldiers Field athletic plant to be built 
under“ this. 

5. An extensive and continued develop- 
ment of squash, including several new 
buildings and many more courts. 

6. A similar development for rowing. 
including new shells for the present 
houses: a new boathouse exclusively for 
scullers located on the Charles River, just 


Actual work on some of these plans 
is not far in the future, Major Moore 
said, while others -will of necessity 
have to be delayed until conditions 
are more propitious and receptive. 
Roughly speaking, the improvements 
may be expected to come in the order 
in which they are cited above. 

These plans are the legitimate suc- 
cessors of the stamp of approval 
which the Harvard board of over- 
seers recently placed on the idea of 
“athletics for the many” at Harvard,

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Nearly 2,000,000 Pounds Sent 
to Europe Since May 1— 
Domestic Trading Dull 

i 

Nearly 2,000,000 pounds of woo! have 
been exported to Europe from the 
United States since the first of May, 
and more wool is under negotiation 
for export. 

Probably close to 3,000,000 pounds 
have been exported from the three 
principal ports. Further shipments 
have been made during the last week 
and although they have included some 
fine wools, the greater portion of 
these exports have continued to be 
of the low crossbred order, mainly 
South American greasy wools. 

Shipments during the last week 
have been made to Antwerp chiefly, 
which is a market that handles con- 
siderable South American wool. -:- 

Whether these wools will be offered 
in the sales there remains to be seen, 
although it is the general conviction 
in the Boston wool district that any 
shipments made to the continent or to 
England are already disposed of in 
advance. 

Some of the wool which is being 
exported is stock which had been or- 
dered to the United States consigned 
to agents and is now being ordered to 
be returned to the other side where 
the market for the wool in question is 
much better than it is here. 


Reasons For Dullness 


One reason given for the dullness 
of the United States market for cross- 
bred descriptions of the medium to 
low order is that the wools here for 
the most part are not to a large 
extent the choicer wools which usually 
are imported. English and Conti- 
nental grading is invariably done on 
a lower basis than it ig in the United 
States. 

It is declared that wools which 
have been imported this year have 
mot infrequently been rather loosely 
described and it frequently has hap- 
pened that the deliveries when made 
have not been up to expectatious. 
When buyers have looked at given 
lots of wool described, for instance, 
as forty-eights New Zealand, or what- 
ever, they have found that the wool 
in question would be one or two or 
even three counts lower than wool 
of that sort is supposed to be, ac- 
cording to American standards. This 
fact is given by one manufacturer as 
the reason why the American market 
is quoted under the parity. of the 
foreign market for given grades. 

The demand for the lower grades, 
however, is slow here and relatively 
better request is being experienced 
on the other side, which undoubtedly 
is the main reason for the exports 
being made, especially in conjunc- 
tion with the belief on the part of 
some that finer qualities are stil] to 
8 be in demand and consequently are 
the wools in which to invest. In some 
ae may be that the ship- 
ments have been in the nature of 
forced sales. 

Boston Trade Affairs 


The Boston market is perhaps a bit 
quieter than it has been. Certainly, it 
is very much at sixes and sevens be- 
cause the relative interest being shown 
in finer qualities is still very much 
greater than in the lower grades and 
the market for worsted descriptions is 
immeasurably greater than that for 
woolen descriptions, which are still 
very dull. 

Australian merinos have. been in re- 
~ quest still with seventies combing sell- 
ing at $1.25, clean basis, for fairly 
good wools, while 64-70s wools have 
been sold at $1.22 and up to $1.25 for 
choicest lots and 64s combing of good 


ton,

The foreign markets generally are 
quiet, although they keep very firm, 
especially the Continental markets, 
which apparently are in better posi- 
tion from the manufacturing point of 
view than is Yorkshire.

CHICAGO, III., May 19 (Special Cor- 
- respondence)—New business booked 

by the mills in the pee dese producing 

regions shows a slackening in the 
demand for all items of building lum- 
ber from the large consuming centers, 
according to the report issued by the 
National Lumber Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation. The reports from the re- 
gional associations record a decrease 
of about 25,000,000 feet in orders last 
week as compared with the preceding 
week. Shipments fell off by 32,000,000 
feet, and production about 26,000,000 


feet. 
The question is raised in some quar- 


ters as to whether the so-called 
builders’ and buyers’ strike against 
increasing labor costs has not tem- 
porarily checked the building move- 
ment. Shipments are slightly larger 
than at this time last. year, produc- 
tion is much larger, but new business 
last week was less in volume than 
during the corresponding week one 
year ago, The accumulated orders 
for 1923 to date are less than 600,000,- 
000 feet in excess of production, and 
less than 200,000,000 feet more than 
shipments. 
Shortage of Labor 

In the southern pine producing re- 
gions there is a growing shortage of 
labor, and the exodus of Negroes to 
the north is becoming a problem with 
the lumber interests. The mills all 
have heavy order files, and it is felt 
that the business already booked is 
sufficient to maintain prices at about 
present levels. 

The weather is favorable for log- 
ging, however, and reports indicate 
that production is gaining over the 
volume of new business. Of the 79 
mills reporting to the Southern Pine 
Association 53 operated full time last 
week, five operated overtime, and two 
were running double shifts. 

Timber prices on the Pacific coast 
are strong, but they are no higher 
than they were two or three weeks 
ago. Orders are plentiful for rail- 
road and car material, but the prices 
are showing very little change. Pro- 
duction is still very heavy, running 
considerably over normal, and last 
week’s reports showed a considerable 
falling off in new business. 

Production Exceeds Shipments 

Production of lumber in the north 
is now exceeding shipments as is 
usual the first half of the year. Both 
cut and shipments since Jan. 1, are 
running above the ten-year average, 
and 40 per cent above last year. In 
some camps and mills wage increases 
are again reported. Shipments of 
northern-hemlock and hard woods by 


The last fortnight has developed a 
‘slackening in orders fox both hemlock 
and hard woods. This is due to the 
fact the yard and factory trade in some 
of the large markets are pursuing a 
policy of buying only for their imme- 
diate needs. 

The markets for cooperage stocks 
have advanced on an average of 25 
per cent in the last 90 days, and still 
are advancing. Stocks of maple floor- 
ing on hand at mills, whose owners 
are members of the Maple Flooring 
Manufacturers’ Association, for April 
were 19,060,000 feet, as compared with 
33,467,000 feet one year ago. Unfilled 
orders April 30 of this year were 

36,722,000 feet as compared with 
18,426,000 feet on the corresponding 
date last year. 
April Output Increases 

Shipments in April totaled 15,181,- 
000 feet, and production during that 
month this year showed an increase 
of 20.3 per cent over production the 
corresponding period a year ago. The 
average values of 13-16x21%4 face, 
clear, No. 1 and factory maple floor- 
ing f. o. b. Michigan and Wisconsin 
mills for April was $93.83, as com- 
pared with $69.89 in April, 1922. 

Shipments of oak flooring for the 
week ending May 5, totaled 6,076,000 
feet, as compared with 7,222,000 feet 
the preceding week. Production was 
6,335,000 feet, and orders booked, 
5,883,000 feet. Shipments the same 
week last year totaled 4,109,000 feet; 
production, 3,823,000 feet and orders 
booked, 6,357,000 feet. | 

Building Material Trade | 

The building material business in, 
this market continued at a peak dur- 
ing April, accoridng to the. monthly 
report of the building material divi- 
sion of the Chicago Association of 
Credit Men, made public by Ernest H.

FEMINIST ACTIVITY IN GERMANY 


INCREASES IN 


WIDENING FIELD 


The 36 Women of Reichstag Belong to Different Parties, 
and Women's Days Have Become Quite a Feature 


Special from Monitor Bureau 
LONDON, May 5—In spite of the de- 
pressing economic and political situa- 
tion of their country, the women of 
Germany have not relaxed their efforts 


since the new Constitution conferred | 


upon women equal rights with mer min 
almost every field. In 1919 the femin- 
ist organization affiliated to the Inter- 
national Woman Suffrage Alliance 
disbanded, although at the Geneva con- 
gress of 1920 special arrangements 
were made by which the old auxiliary 
was allowed to send delegates as usual, 
pending the formation of a new na- 
tional body to take its place. No 
new society corresponding to the origi- 
nal auxiliary has been formed, but 
the General Union of German Women 
will apply for affiliation to the alli- 
ence at the Rome congress. 
Suffrage Not In Program 

This particular society has from the 
beginning of its existence workéd for 
the general emancipation of women, 
though for tactical reasons suffrage 
was not included in its program. It 
will now add to its name, “Associa- 
tion for Women’s Citizenship, German 
Branch of the International Woman 
Suffrage Alliance.“ The General Union 
is of great educational assistance 
to the feminine electorate, and it is 
hoped that in its new réle it will be an 
effective instrument for international 
friendship. Meanwhile the oppor- 
_ tunities for a sisterly understanding 
and friendly co-operation with the 
women of all nations, which affilia- 
tion to the International Woman Suf- 
frage Alliance affords, is greatly 
appreciated. 

Nowhere, perhaps, more than in 
Germany has the development of 
women made greater strides in recent 
years, It is proverbial that under the 
old régime wowan's usefulness was 
limited almost exclusively to the do- 
mestic arts; and the fact that since 
the revolution Germany has had a far 
larger number of women parliamen- 
tary representatives than any other 
eountry which has emancipated its 
women affords the greater contrast. 
These women representatives have 
been a revelation of what a small band 
of earnest and indefatigable reformers 
fan accomplish. 

Women Belong to Various Parties 

Not that the 36 women in the Reichs- 
tag belong all to one party. They are 
divided among the various groups, but 
on questions of social legislation they 
act together with great unanimity. 
What are known as “women’s days” 
‘have become a feature of the Reichs- 
tag. These days are not specially set 
apart for the women members; they 
have been so named because, when a

teresting to note that these particular 
debates are conducted on an unusually 
high level.

PORTLAND PLANS 
BIRD PROTECTION 


10,000 Leaflets Warning Resi- 
dents of Cats Distributed 


PORTLAND, Ore., May 12 (Special 
Correspondence)—-A plan for the pro- 
tection of birds from destruction by 
cats, which involves education rather 
than legislation, is being used for the 
first time this spring by the Portland 
Audubon Society. It attempts to in- 
form residents of the city by means 
of circulars that their own pet cats 
are the worst enemies the birds have. 
“Our friends the birds; what about 
the cats?” the leaflets read. And in 
the center is the picture of a cat, fat 
and sleek, crunching a bird. 

Boy Scouts, who have as one of their 
laws the protection of animals, dis- 
tributed the pamphlets to 10,000 Port- 
land homes. The.boys will make the 
rounds again with a second leaflet 
which will urge the protection of bird- 
lings, learning to fly. 

Further publicity will be given the 
question by introducing the subject 
into the meetings of the parent-teacher 
associations and into humane talks 
given to school children. 

As far as known in Portland, the 
idea of educating people by means of 
leaflets in the matter of bird protec- 
tion is entirely new. Because it was 
only recently introduced here it is not 
yet possible to determine exactly what 
its effect will be. Numerous letters 
have been received from Audubon so- 
cieties in other cities which plan to 


follow the plan.

In her introduction, 
she disclaims any intention of writing 
a feminist“ treaty or attempting an 
exhaustive account of the work of 
nineteenth century women writers. 

Of the twofold value of the work of 
these Vietorian women,—pioneers 
whether they were aware of it or not 
of their contribution to the political, 
not jess than to the literary thought 
of their day, she is very conscious, so 
much so that we are inclined to think 
she has written more of a feminist 
treaty than she is aware. The mission- 
ary feminist was not apparent. among 
them, although Charlotte Bronté cer- 
tainly rebelled, however patiently and 
meekly, at the restrictions placed upon 
her sex; but their talents and energy 
were such as to revolutionize the gen- 
eral attitude toward women, of which 
succeeding generations were not slow 
to take advantage. It is evident that 
literary matters interest her more 
than do political ones, yet Miss Bald 
is constantly reminded in her work of 
the gigantic handicap with which 
such women as Jane Austen and the 
Brontés embarked upon their labor. 

„Literature,“ wrote Southey’ to 
Charlotte Bronté in true Victorian 
fashion, “cannot be the business of 
a woman’s life and ſt ought not to be.” 
It was this’contention that the women 
of the nineteenth century were 80 suc- 
cessfully to refute.. With great in- 
sight, sympathy and critical acumeii, 
Miss Bald has in these various studies 
shown how, from having been consid- 
ered abnormal and entirely unneces- 
sary, the woman writer was to be- 
come indispensable. She broke down 
numberless barriers, overthrew con- 
tentions, swept aside traditions, and 
that not by any conspiracy or con- 
certed action, but by the marshaling 
of her gifts in such a way that public 
opinion was forced to accord her a 
position. among the foremost men 
writers of her day. 

Miss Bald at Her Best 

Miss‘ Bald is perhaps at her best in 
writing of Mrs. Gaskell, to whom she 
sives the lion’s share, not only of 
space, but also of praise; but here the 
reader is rather irritatedly aware that 
the cudgels are being taken up on be- 
half of someone whom it is thought 
has been neglected by the world.

P. T. Barnum 
. Notoriety 


in May, 1837, a 
Barnum traveling show dis- 
By Mu. R. Wer- banded at Nashville, 
i Tenn., because of poor 
business, and the pro- 
prietor returned to 
New York, much disgusted with the 
financial possibilities of that kind of 
an enterprise. The show was Bar- 
num’s Grand Scieatific and Musical 
Theater, the company and equipment 
consisting of Signor Vivala, a man of 
unusual skill at balancing crockery 
and other things on his nose, some 
musicians, a Negro singer and dancer 
(this member had left the show, but 
the proprietor burnt-corked his own 
face and sang The Raccoon Hunt, or 
Sitting on a Rail,” so the program lost 
nothing), a clown, some horses and 
wagons and a small circus tent. The 
ditgusted proprietor and emergency 
burnt-cork artist was P. T. Barnum, 
later to become more successful in 
the circus business. But that. was 
very much later, for it was not until 
April, 1871, that the areas 8 5 
on Earth opened in Brooklyn, N. . 
The present would seem a good time 
to publish a biography of Barnum. His 
career covers much of the nine- 
teenth century. His personality is be- 
coming mythical. His autobiography, 


that he was born on the fifth instead 
of the fourth of July. 


The life of Barnum is, after all, the 
story, of an individual, an. “outstanding 
figure” of his time in a -peculiarly 
spectacular way. It would be difflcult 
to surpass his for picturesque interest 
in a world that loves shows' and all 
who have to do with them. He de- 
fined his position when he wrote to 
Matthew Arnold: “You and I, Mr. 
Arnold, ought to be acquainted. You 
are a celebrity, I am a notoriety.” 
Such was his achievement, and it 
pleased him when “he once heard a 
small boy in Toronto ask. his father | 
excitedly: Say, Pa, which cage is 
Barnum in? ” Between 1837 and 1871 
there were, to be sure, two brief epl- 
sodes under canvas—Barnum’s Great | 
Asiatic Caravan, Museum, and Me- 
nagerie, General Tom Thumb included, | 
and Barnum’s and Van Amburgh’s | 
Museum and Menagerie—but Bar- 
num’s American Museum and the 
tours of Tom Thumb and Jenny. Lind 
are the important events. The mane 
lives in thése pages, and the book is 
a worthy addition to the biographical 
shelf. But it will surprise many a 
reader to learn that Barnum had de- 
cided to retire and devote himself “to 
serious reflections on the ends and 
aims of human existence,” before he 
changed his mind and became associ- 
ated with the Greatest Show on ‘Earth. 
Then came Jumbo and the Sacred 


which came out in new editions and 
revisions from 1855 to 1890, has long 
ceased to be read, as have the various | 
books written by his press agent and 
published under Barnum’s name. 
present. biographer, Mr. M. R. Werner, | 
took up a task (to quote from his pre- 
face) “of co-ordinating the material 
found in the seven different editions of 
the autobiography, for Barnum contin- 
ually found it necessary in later edi- 
tions to suppress things contained in 
early editions which seemed unseemly 
after mature consideration, even 
though they happened to be the truth 
about himself. He also.added appen- 
dices each year toward the end of his 
career that gave interesting informa- 
tion about -his activities, so. that in 
order to get a complete picture of the 
man from his antobiography, it is nec- 
essary to read about ten different vol- | 
umes. After these duties were finished, | 
there remained only thé larger task of 
ferreting out those things which an 
author of his own life always sees fit 
to omit entirely. ... . The things that 
Barnum did,“ added Mr. Werner, were 
often so curious, sometimes so incred- 
ible, and always so picturesque, that 
the reader may be inclined to doubt 
their accuracy. I am not writing a 
romance, however, and there is ample 
authority for every statement and an- 
ecdote.”

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The Year’s Best 
American History 


To Charles Warren’s “The Supreme 
Court in United States History” was 
awarded, this year, the highest of the 
annual Pulitzer prizes—that for the 
best of the year’s histories of the 
United States. Mr. Warren, who is 
a practicing lawyer in Boston, Mass., 
was. formerly - Assistant Attorney- 
General of the United States, and is 
the author of a number of legal avd 
historical books, among them being 
“Barly Legal Coriditions in America,” 
‘and “A History of the American Bar.” 

The present work, according to Mr. 
Warren, „is not a law book. It is a 
‘narrative of a section of our national 
history connected with the Supreme 
Court, and is written for laymen and 
lawyers alike.” It is impossible to 
follow closely the history of the 
court’s career and fail to be impressed | 
with the potent part which it has had 
in the formation of the life of the 
American nation. It is equally inter- 
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position against the court, especially 
on the part of Virginia and Kentucky, 
deals with problems of international 
law handled through the court and re- 


counts the first of the slavery prob- 


lems which came before it for solution. 
Volume three begins with the Dred 
Scott Case and the congressional op- 
position aroused at about this time 
against the Supreme Court; deals with

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THE theory recently expounded by the majority opin- 


ion of the United States Supreme Court in the Missouri 
telephone case, that reproduction 

costs must be taken as a reason- 
able basis upon which to fix pre- 
vailing rates for public service 
companies, must, of course, be 
accepted as the prevailing inter- 
pretation of the law. Yet the 
| inclination may be to agree with 
the view quite forcibly expressed in the minority, or dis- 
senting, opinion rendered by Mr. Justice Brandeis and 
concurred in by Mr. Justice Holmes. As in similar cases 
where this question has arisen, the contention in the case 
under discussion was as to the power of a state public 
service commission to fix the rates charged by a public 
utility upon the basis of present worth, estimated upon

the amount of capital invested, with due allowance for 


depreciation. 

The prevailing opinion of the court establishes, in 
place of the basis of present worth, the basis of reproduc- 
tion cost estimated on existing prices of materials and 
labor, and inferentially on present interest rates for money 
invested. Volumes of convincing briefs and theses have 
been written in support of this so-called reproduction“ 
theory, but despite these the conviction persists among 
rate payers, and perhaps among the laity ‘generally, that 
an unfair advantage is often given to public service 
utilities, and that frequently the public is penalized un- 
justly by an adherence to this rule. We see its question- 
able philosophy reflected in economic conditions entirely 
unrelated to defined and regulated public service. Thus 
the rate payer, be he tenant, traveler, householder, or 
what not, when placed in the position of ultimate con- 
sumer, is assessed, not on the basis of actual value or cost 
of the service rendered, but on the hypothetical basis of 
replacement, a contingency near or remote, the risk of 
which, it may reasonably be argued, should be assumed 
by those who expect and receive an adequate return upon 
the actual investment made. 

It might reasonably be asked why the investor in rec- 
ogpized public utilities, or the investor who purchased a 
dozen years ago, or who has acquired by ‘inheritance, a 
dwelling, a hotel, or a store building erected a_half-cen- 
tury ago by a provident ancestry, should be protected, by 
a legally established rate or by custom, against the deteri- 
oration or even the final destruction of the physical prop- 
erties acquired. It seems hardly just that the public 
should be compelled to warrant a return upon the pro- 
gressive value of these holdings: Such a basis cannot be 
stabilized, because it might reasonably be shown that the 
potential or hypothetical value increases progressively and 
in the exact ratio which the fixing of arbitrary or hypo- 
thetical values encourages. 

Take an established public service utility as one unit, 
and a row of apartment houses as another. Both these 
were built, we will say, in pre-war times. Both are sub- 


ject to deterioration, against which should be offset a 


reasonable charge for repairs and-upkeep. But with the 
occupants of these apartments comprising-the entire man- 
power or operating force of the public service company, 
it might be shown that this rule’ of reproduction or 
replacement costs would operate to aise; simultaneously, 
the living costs of the operatives and just as directly the 
operating costs of the utility. The process thus crudely 
outlined is progressive, and for that reason all the more 
questionable. As the cost of the utility's overhead 
increases, the reproduction cost increases, with the influ- 
ence reflected directly upon all other building operations. 
So the rental value of the apartment houses, the wage 
scale of the operatives, the cost to the ultimate consumer 
and the hypothetical basis of replacement increase in a 
weird progression, the end of which cannot be seen. The 
inclination is to believe that the courts -have not yet 
evolved that rule of reason which must finally be 


established.

But with the prizes 3 
which their recent defeat of tzſe A 
Greeks brought them once in their possession, they will 
be loath to surrender them, even at the risk of war. And 
having bluffed their way into an awkward position, Tur- 
key’s representatives at Lausanrie will find it difficult to 
beat a hasty enough diplofhatic retreat to satisfy the 
Greeks, who are out, obviously, to make an end of the 
whole business—meaning an end of Turkish effrontery 
in Europe. a ae . 
The second Lausanne conference, which opened on 


April 23, and which constituted the third attempt to draft 


a satisfactory treaty with the Turks, carried greater 
promise of success than the previous gathering. Turkey 
had dismounted from its charger, or appeared to be will- 
ing to dismount. Discontent was growing.at home. The 
army, which has been in service for twelve years, was 
war-weary. The treasury was seriously depleted: Tur- 
key, at the second Lausanne conference, was less dic- 


tatorial. 


Without the backing of an eager army and a well- 
filled treasury, the Turks had counted dn American sup- 
port to win their-diplomatic victories. 
cessions, granted after the first Lausanne conference, to 
American interests, were, in part at least, a political play 
to secure America’s backing. While expressing his pur- 


pose to protect American interests, Secretary Hughes, 
however, has made it plain that he will avoid increasing, 


in so far as possible, allied difficulties in dealing with the 
Turks. Thus, a further Turkish hope was destroyed. 

In the meantime, friction between Greece and Tur- 
key increased. Particular sources of irritation have been: 
the seizure by the Turks of refugees’ funds and supplies 
held in the banks of Constantinople; the treatment of 
Greek prisoners of war, and, especially, the disregard by 
Turkey of the agreement signed in January providing 
for a compulsory exchange of populations. This agree- 
ment specified that it should be inoperative before May, 1, 
yet long before that date and in the face of allied and 
Greek protests, refugees have been sent in a steady stream 
from Turkey into Greece. The latest provocation is the 
concentration of Turkish troops in Eastern Thrace, in 
violation of the terms of the Mudana armistice. 

And the spirit of Greece has changed. The morale 
of the army has revived. The confidence of the Nation 
has increased, and when Mr. Venizelos counters the de- 
mand of Ismet Pasha for 4,500,000,000 gold francs in- 
demnity with a demand for 5,000,000,000 gold francs on 
behalf of Greece, he speaks with the knowledge that his 
Nation na longer fears to come to grips with the Turk. 
Whatever turn the situation may' take, allied statesmen, 
certainly, may be spared the solution of a knotty-diplo- 
matic problem if Greece transfers negotiations from the 
conference table to the field. 


Wrz interest has been taken in the United States in 
the appointment by the Governor of Colorado of a suc- 
cessor to Senator Nicholson. 
The choice finally has fallen on 
Alva B. Adams of Pueblo, a 
Democrat. It was inevitable, of 
course, that a Democrat should 
be selected by Governor Sweet, 
himself a stanch adherent to that 
party’s faith, but it was not as- 
sured that there would be found available a’ person pos- 
sessing so clear and progressive a vision of his duties 
and responsibilities as that indicated by Mr. Adams. It 
is apparent that Godvernor Sweet, in announcing his 
choice, acted with absolute independence. 
probably for reasons best known to himself, to be guided 
by the advice of Democratic leaders who urged the ap- 
pointment of other eminent politicians in his State, who 
were declared qualified to protect the party's interests. 


Especially to be commended is the declaration made 
by Mr. Adams regarding the matter of law enforcement. 
Upon other questions he has spoken with equal wisdom 
and definiteness, but aside from the overwhelming issue 
of world peace, regarding which he announces his in- 
dorsement of the President's plan for participation in the 
Werld Court, the vital consideration is that of continued 
and increasingly drastic enforcement of the national pro- 
hibition laws. Mr. Adams convincingly answers. those 
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who selfishly or ignorantly insist that the menace of 


uncontrolled sales of contraband liquors by criminals is 
more to be dreaded than a return to the legalized carry- 
ing on of the traffic under the former license system, by 
declaring that while bootleggers, of course, are a menace 
in themselves, they are not so much of a menace as the 
saloon. 7 

Just there a vital and important truth is uttered. The 
crimes and misdemeanors committed by the rumrunners 


and the makers of illicit liquors who peddle their noxious 


wares secretly or Openly, magnified and exploited as they 
are by those who have hoped to convince the American 
public that law enforcement is impossible, are not com- 


parable with the crimes fostered. and protected in the 


name of the law under the regime of the saloon. It 
matters not where one may go, in-the larger cities alcng 
the Atlantic seaboard, or in any of the centers of popula- 
tion where it is said the law is violated. habRually, the 
decrease in drunkenness and debauchery is everywhere 
apparent. The incubators of crime have been destroyed, 
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are sporadic and 
too common. 4 
But the great forward step 
Adams and all sane-thinking people realize. No one is 
going to be misled into believing that, with the saloon 


destroyed, the camp followers and guerrillas cannot be 
forced to abandon their lawless practices. They may not 
surrender in.a day, or even in a year, but there will 


come. a time, with the base of ‘operations destroyed, 
when they will be compelled to give up the unequal battle. 
That time will come soon if more will realize, with the 
new Senator from Colorado, that nothing will induce the 


American people to restore the saloon to its former status 


in answer to the specious appeals in behalf of the “legal- 


ized” sale of beer and wine. 


THe writer of an article on Mr. Joseph Conrad re- 
cently published in the New York World delivered him- 
self of certain significant words, 
to the effect that “the popular 
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readin , 5 ei 25 Reading 
ericans is nearly always 
eritical analysis of e of About 
life, seldom contemporary litera- 
ture itself.“ It may have been 
in his thought that many. per- : 
sons who have been weleoming sincerely a great literary 
artist have lacked a first-hand rant * of his work. 
They have doubtless read articles discyssing his novels, 
qr special booklets issued by his American publishers to 
celebrate his first visit to the United States; but seldom 
the novels themselves. 

This habit of superficiality is growing alarmingly 
among rapid-fire adventurers into twentieth century ex- 
ictence, who have come to feel that a smattering of knowl- 
edge is all that is possible to them in such overcrowded 
days. Hence they read about books and refer to them 
glibly in their small talk. Yet everyone must admit that 
no reading about books can take the place of intimacy 
with the books themselves. Not long ago an American 
publisher brought out in four decent, compact little vol- 
umes the synopses of 100 famous novels. Various well- 
known literary men were invited to write the abbreviated 
versions, keeping within a specified number of words. 
One author at least refused indignantly the doubtful 
honor; it is to be hoped that there were others as cour- 
ageous. But, it may be argued, this attempt to furnish 
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readers with digests of great novels was a financial suc- 


cess The set was bought eagerly by college students and 
by persons seeking to refresh their memories with the 
details of long-forgotten plots. For the latter, perhaps, 
the danger was slight. But consider the devastating 
effect upon undergraduates, few of whom will ever read 
the books in their entirety. | 

Once again we remember that things of vital worth 
in this world are gained only by stringent effort: The 
familiar truism looms like a mountain peak above 
the mist. 
however able, should take on the style and flavor of the 
original text; as unthinkable as that Robin Hood, 4s 
acted by Mr. Douglas Fairbanks in a Californian wood- 
land, should replace the- old ballads shot through 
and through. with the glinting sunlight of the real 
Sherwood Forest. Does style no longer count for 
anything? Shall we nevermore hear of a business man 
who can find relaxation in the reading of, say, Boswell’s 
Johnson, before his own fireside? We incline to believe 
that in time we shall weary of the superficial and be led 
to discover books for ourselves. :

THE recent suspension of the Government subsidy for 
the publication of the “Vocabolario della Lingua Itali- 
ana,” which was the main undertaking of the Accademia 
della Crusca of Florence, has quite naturally aroused 
considerable agitation in literary circles in Italy. This 
“vocabolario” is now at the letter P, and the decision, 
which means the practical suppression of the original 
Accademia and of the purpose for which it was founded 
in 1582, has given rise to many rumors and statements 
in the press. It seems, however, that the Italian Govern- 
ment ‘claims that its only motive was one of economy, 
and it is not too much to hope that the widespread move- 
ment in favor of a revision of the decree, at least so 
far as the vocabolario“ is concerned, will cause it to 
reconsider its decision.

Only three weeks ago I sat by the bedside of an Indian, 60 
years old, well respected in his community, who had buried 
his mother the week before. They had occupied the same land, 
they and their people, before even the Spaniards came to Cali- 
fornia, yet just recently a judge had issued an order of eviction 
to an Italian purchaser of the land within the bounds of which 
their ancestral home was located. The Indian was to move 
befgre May 1, yet quite a while before that date this impatient 
Italian, deeming the Indian possessed of neither rights nor 
friends, went with his brother and began to cut down the 
fence. When remonstrated with by the Indian, who simply 
asked for time until the court order was effective, he so brutally 
assaulted the Indian with his heavy pliers that he broke his 
nose and both jaws, as well as knocked out some of his teeth. 
For several days the Indian's recovery has not been expected. 
I have known him for over thirty years. He was, and is, a gen- 
tleman in everything except the outward polish that our civili- 
zation gives. These are the things that sometimes affect my 
words, and when they are too strong I beg my readers to 
pardon me and seek to understand my provocation. 

Yet I scarcely expect that my censures of a long-established 
governmental system will pass without criticism. refore, 
I have asked the Editor kindly to hold all these criticisms until 
the series is complete, and then allow me space to reply to 


them all at one time.

Now as to the California Indians. Here are the unadorned 
facts: 


1. When the United States Government took possession of Cali- 
fornia, it guarantecd—both by the Treaty of Guadaloupe Hidsigo 
and its own ongressional acts and Supreme Court decisions—to We 
Indians who were found in the country at the time, protection in 
t of occupancy” to the lands.they had held from time im- 


therefor. . hs 3 

2. In conformity with these guarantees, President Fillmore sent 
certain commissioners to iate treaties, with the Indians of Cali. 
fofnia. This was done and, in 1851-52, — treaties were signed 
by Indians and commissioners which provi in a legal way (as had 
been done elsewhere all * ata United States) for the extinguish- 
ment of the Indians’ “ri of occupancy.’ “i * 

3. In return for giving up their “right of occupanty,” the 
Indians were solemnly promised on the honor of a great Nation, a 
number of things, including reservations, totalling 7,500,000 acres of 
land, to be theirs forever, horse and cow herds, work animals, farm- 
ers, carpenters, blacksmiths, teachers, schools, clothing, food, etc. 

4. The treaties were sent. by the President to the Senate for 
ratification. But gold had been discovered in California and, owing 
to the opposition of the California Legislature, and the Senators of 
that State, the treaties were not. ratified. 15 oe 

5. When treaties are not ratified matters remain in statu quo 
with honorable men or honorable governments. But was this the 
case with the. California Indians? The facts are that. the Govern- 
ment, without any effective protest, allowed the ruder element of the: 
white gold seekers and land-grabbers, by violence, evictions, burnings 
of homes, individual murder and posse massacres, to drive out the 
Indians and take possession of whatever land they chose. Further- 2 
more, the Government, through its Indian, land, legal and military 

ians, sold the land to which it 1 — 9 
yet (according to decisions of the United States Supreme . 
acquired legal title, and when the Indians rebelled, sent state militia, 
United States soldiers and armed civilians to whip and slay them 


into submission.

To return to the treaties. From that day of their rej to 
this the Government has never recognized its obligations, in of 
its demands that the Indians observe theirs.

As the result of this wholesale dispossession the California 
Indians, after suffering almost indescribable“ distress, have 
perished, by starvation, exposure, and of broken hearts, to an 
extent totally undreamed of by most Americans. ) 

Every statement I have here made can be proved before any 
court in the world. Yet in proving them I am making no 
attack upon the present Indian Department, or United States 
Congress. These wrongs were perpetrated before Commis- 
sioners Burke or Meritt, or any Senator or Representative now 
in Congress was born. Still, the. facts should be known in 
order that the men now responsible and in office can in some 
small measure compensate to the descendants of these people 
the wrongs their ancestors were made to suffer. 8

Indians there were in California when the United States took 


possession of the land from thé Mexicans. Stephen Powers, 
the first ethnologist on the field, gives as his careful estimate

000 nearer the mark. Let us accept this lower figure. Then, 
as we take the Government’s latest census of Indians now 
living—a few over 16,000 and enlarge it to 20,000 hat an 
awful fact are we confronted with. Think of it if you can 
without horror. Twenty thousand deducted from 260,000 
leaves 240,000 lives to be accounted for in seventy-five years. 
Where have they gone? What awful wars, famines, of 
pestilences carried off so vast a population? Alas! it would 
have been better for the honor of the American ‘Nation had 
there been internal wars among themselves, or famines, or 
pestilences, that could have been blamed for their carrying-ott, 
rather than that any. action of its people and Government could 


be deemed, in any measure, responsible. ee
